This gives a total of 252,000,000 acres, 
of which 171,000,000 acres are estimated 
to de sultable for cultivation. Of this 
area only 5,000,000 acres are now under 
cultivation, about one-fortieth of the 
arable portion. This calculation does 
not include any portion of the Terri- 
tories and Athabasca and McKenzie, in 
the former of which at least, large 
tracts of arable land are known to 
exist. 

These figurés afford a basis for sone 
interesting calculations as to the pop- 
ulation who will occupy the northwest 
portion of the Dominion when the pop- 
ulation has reached the normal for a 
country of such agricultural resources. 
Out of the 171,000,009 acres of arable 
land considerably more than 1,000,000 
farmers can be given each a farm of 
160 acres. Supposing the average fam- 
lly tc be cornposed of five members this 
woule give the West a rural popula- 
tion alone of 5,000,000 people—nearly es 
mary as are now found in all parts of

Turkey, nor yet during the Crimean 
war, when Russia was confronted by 
a coalition comprising Great Britain; 
France, Turkey and Italy, was a rou- 
ble of the.Holy Fund touched tomeet 
the expenses. 

And so it will be during the present 
war with Japan. Russia before she 
even touches her war chest will ex- 
havst by every available means her 
capacity for borrowing money abroad. 
Not until the foreign money markets 
shut down hard and fast against her 
will Emperor Nicholas permit any use 
to be made of the gold in the war 
chest, and it is only when that has 
been drained to its last dregs, and 
when Russia is called upon to fight 
for her very existence as a nation, 
that the Holy Gold Fund of Russia 
will be preslaimed by, Emperor Nich- 
olas as available—but not until then.
